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>sman criticizes injection wells

The Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) hosted a 
public hearing Tuesday at the Crowne Plaza in Romulus, 
seeking more public comment on the controversial injec¬ 
tion wells owned by Environmental Disposal Systems 
: (EDS). 

The EPA has proposed to renew the underground 
injection control permits for the company. 

The EPA announced plans for the hearing earlier this 
month, just days after Sen. Ray Basham (D-Taylor) hosted 
a town hall meeting at Romulus High School to discuss 
the injection well issue. 

Many state and local representatives attended the 
meeting to show support of the cities of Romulus and 
Taylor, who have been trying to stop EDS from pumping 
hazardous material into the wells for more than 12 years. 


Those same representatives, including U.S. 
Congressman John Dingell (D-Dearbom Heights), again 
made their voices and concerns known during the latest 
meeting 

Dingell, who has been a staunch opponent of the EDS 
well, again made his opinion well known to representa¬ 
tives of the EPA who were present at the hearing 

“The EPA needs to listen to the people who live in 
these communities,” he said. “They have been constant 
in their opposition to this well since this began years 
ago.” 

Dingell said that the public safety is the most impor¬ 
tant thing and in his opinion the EPA has not demonstrat¬ 
ed that there is no possibility of the public being in 
harms way. 

“There is a possibility that there could be upward 
migration at some point if the EPA allows EDS to pump 
the hazardous waste,” he said. “So what is the EPA going 


to do if these residents one day find themselves saturated 
in hazardous waste?” 

Dingell said it would be very simple if EDS and the 
EPA asked the residents in Romulus and Taylor their 
opinion on the wells, “What part of To’ do you not under¬ 
stand?” 

The latest controversy stirred when Sunoco Oil filed a 
petition with the EPA asking them to reconsider an 
exemption issued to EDS in March. 

The exemption freed EDS from federal restrictions on 
land disposal of hazardous waste for the two injection 
wells, which are located in the City of Romulus. 

EDS, a company that disposes of hazardous waste, 
would use the wells, which are about 4200 feet below the 
surface, to hold hazardous liquid wastes-including acids 
and heavy metals like mercury, chromium and nickel.

Girlstown Foundation mem¬ 
bers are brushing up on their golf 
in order to generate funds for the 
agency. 

Elaine Carter, director of 
funds development, said that the 
upcoming golf outing is a big 
fundraising event for the resi¬ 
dential child-welfare agency.

Carter said that Girlstown 
Foundation hopes to collect 
more than $15,000, hopefully sur¬ 
passing the $10,000 generated 
last year 


Staff members and the board 
of directors of Girlstown 
Foundation started the golf out¬ 
ing when they heard that there 
was an interest 

“We wanted to find a way to 
make the community aware of 
the agency and what we do 
here,” she said, “ft’s not about 
raising the money so much as it 
is raising the awareness. We give 
an excellent service to our 
clients and we want everyone to 
be aware of that” 

Girlstown Foundation is now 
in the 45th year of operation. It is 
a multi-service organization pro¬ 
viding family, community, mental 
health and child welfare services 
for families throughout 
Michigan. The programs include: 
residential and treatment ser¬ 
vices, supervised independent 
living and specialized and gener¬ 
al foster care services. 

The organization recruits, 
trains, certifies and supports fos¬ 


ter families for girls who are 
unable to return to their families. 
There are various reasons a 
child may need foster care, 
including: abuse, neglect, aban¬ 
donment or delinquency. The 
children vary in age, sex, ethnici¬ 
ty and need, according to the 
organization. 

Carter said that although 
foundation is included in their 
name, the organization is really 
something more. 

“We made foundation a part of 
the name because we wanted to 
do something that would be a 
base for the girls to give them 
empowerment,” she said. 

The event will also feature 
three guest speakers from 
Girlstown who will share their 
experiences of success with the 
organization. 

Numerous donations from 
area businesses and people have 
already been received, Carter 
said. Several Belleville ‘in kind 


donators,’ which provide a ser¬ 
vice or gift certificate, have been 
received from: Main Street 
Flowers, Dos Pesos, Creative 
Insurance Planning Inc., Bank 
One Corp., Woodlands of Van 
Buren, Applebee’s, State Rep. 
Phil LaJoy (R-Canton), State Rep. 
Kathleen Law (D-Gibraltar) and 
Van Buren Township Supervisor 
Cindy King. Franklin Homes at 
Belleville Manor will be one of 
the hole-sponsors this year. 

Proceeds will go to fund the 
programs and services at 
Girlstown Foundation, specifical¬ 
ly the lock-rio program, the tran¬ 
sitional treatment program and 
the supervised independent liv¬ 
ing program, according to Carter. 

“The money that we are rais¬ 
ing is important to these pro¬ 
grams because they are not fund¬ 
ed through the State of 
Michigan,” she said. “Things that 
the state does not pay for, we do. 
There are also things that our 


clients need, such as special 
tutoring or driving lessons, that 
we would provide for them.” 

The organization was recent¬ 
ly awarded a $15,000 grant from 
Speckhard-Knight Charitable 
Fbundation of Ann Arbor to work 
on funding a new full-service 
adoption program. The program 
will allow Girlstown Foundation 
to service any person interested 
in adoption, giving the clients 
and foster parents the opportuni¬ 
ty to stay with the agency if the 
foster children in their home 
become available for adoption. 

“One of our goals is to develop 
a foster family visiting room to 
provide a homely atmosphere 
during visitations,” said Carter. 
“It is important that the children 
and family can interact in a com¬ 
fortable manner”

Plymouth Township grants $900,000 tax abatement to corporation

After receiving approval from 
Plymouth Township officials, 
Material Sciences Corp. (MSC) 
plans to bring more than 50 new 
high-tech jobs to the township in 
the next five years. That’s if they 
can clear the final hurdle in 
securing tax credits from the 
Michigan Economical Develop¬ 


ment Corporation (MEDC). 

At their regular meeting last 
week, township trustees gave 
MSC a 50 percent tax abatement 
valued at $900,000 during 12 
years. The corporation will move 
into and improve a 2-year-old, 
51.000 square foot building on 
Port Street, and use it as a 
research and development facili¬ 
ty 

“(The building) fits our needs 


very nicely,” said Mark Gresser, 
automotive director for MSC, 
who was at the meeting 

But Gresser said that MSC had 
yet to submit a lease agreement 
to the township because he did 
not have specific confirmation 
about state tax breaks from the 
MEDC. 

“We can’t commit to a lease 
until we get all the tax credit 
from the local municipality and 


the state,” he said. 

‘The process itself is kind of 
paradoxical because we’ve got to 
tell (the MEDC) where we’re 
going to be, yet we’re waiting for 
them to ... give us sufficient tax 
money to actually locate in 
Michigan.” 

Gresser said the company will 
employ 26 initially, at an average 
annual salary of $95,000 per per- 
soa In the first year of operation, 


MSC will add six more jobs, and 
then another 20 during the next 
four years. 

MSC, which is “in the business 
of solving noise and heat prob¬ 
lems,” also considered sites in 
Novi and Canton Township. The 
facility will be the MSC “Noise, 
Vibration, and Harness (NVH) 
Technical Center,” and will be 
used to perform extensive noise 
testing on vehicles and systems.

Romulus mayor testifies before Congress

It’s no secret Mayor Alan 
Lambert has been working with 
U.S. Congressman John Dingell 
(D-Dearbom Heights) and the 
Sault Ste. Marie tribe of the 
Chippewa Native Americans to 
bring a casino development to 
Romulus. Last week, he took 
that fight to Washington. 

Lambert testified before 
members of Congress in 
Washington D.C. when he 
appeared before the House 
Committee on Resources in sup¬ 
port of House Bills HR 2793 and 
HR 831, the proposed Native 
American Land Settlement 
Agreements which would allow 
the tribe to build a casino in 
Romulus. 

The tribe has proposed a $350 
million casino, conference cen¬ 
ter, golf course and hotel, which 
representatives for the tribe said 
they believe would bring an 
anticipated 17,500 people to 
Romulus each day. It would have 
more than 2,500 slot machines 


and 90 table games. They esti¬ 
mate that this casino, which 
would sit on 40 acres of not-yet- 
disclosed land, would add 3,500 
jobs to the city. 

The tribe has estimated 
Romulus will receive $6 million 
in slot revenues each year. 

In his testimony before the 
committee, Lambert said a 
Romulus casino would be a huge 
economic generator for all of 
Southeastern Michigan. “The 
casino can be a beautiful desti¬ 
nation style resort and will 
include a hotel, convention cen¬ 
ter and other amenities,” he 
said. 

“It will also draw additional 
commercial development such 
as retail stores, movie theaters 
and offices. ” 

He said the development 
would improve the economic cli¬ 
mate for all of Southeast 
Michigan. 

“My reasons for support are 
simple,” Lambert said. “A casino 
will bring 3,500 new, high-paying 
permanent jobs to our city of 
23,000” 


That’s something that 
Lambert said he believes would 
help the residents of Romulus in 
the current economic state. 

“The average household 
income in Romulus is $31,000 
per year,” he said. “The casino 
jobs will average $40,000 per 
year, including benefits.” 

He showed the members of 
Congress the support the casino 
venture has received from both 
the residents and local groups and 
organizations, including the 
Romulus Police Officers’ Assoc¬ 
iation, the Police Officers’ 
Association of Michigan and the 
Southern Wayne County Regional 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Lambert, who has never testi¬ 
fied before Congress before, said 
the experience was gratifying. “I 
was honored to represent the cit¬ 
izens of Romulus in an effort to 
help bring new jobs and quality 
development to our community” 
he said. 

Lambert said he vows to con¬ 
tinue to fight on behalf of the res¬ 
idents of Romulus.

Opponents and supporters of 
proposed state legislation to 
allow slot machines at racetracks 
continue to argue their positions 
in Lansing 

State Rep. Larry Julian (R- 
Lennon) introduced the bill last 
year as a means of bolstering 
racetrack profits through the 
addition of video gaming to race¬ 
track facilities and off-site bet¬ 
ting Since that time, the propos¬ 
al has been debated in both the 
State House of Representatives 
and in the State Senate. 
Currently, the bill has been 
returned to the House to await 
final drafts. 

“I would like to have my bill 
on the governor’s desk before we 
break for the summer,” said 
Julian. He added that once the 
budgets are set, he would have 
more of an opportunity to speak 
with the governor about what 
would be included in the bill in 
order to gain her approval. 

To date, Governor Jennifer 
Granholm, a Northville native, 
has maintained a fairly neutral 
position on the issue. However, 
other political figures represent¬ 
ing Northville and surrounding 
communities have been vocal in 
their opposition to the bill. 

State Sen. Nancy Cassis (R- 
Novi) said that she has been 
opposed to the plan since its cre- 
atioR 

“My opinion has been consis¬ 
tent,” said Cassis. “I opposed the 
expansion of gaming in the State 
of MichigaR” She added that she 
had voted in opposition to the 
plan once before and was pre¬ 
pared to do so agaiR 

State Rep. John Stewart (R- 
Plymouth) echoed Cassis’ con¬ 
demnation of the proposed bill, 
saying that he did not want to see 
slot machines and other new 
gaming activities added to 
Northville Downs. 


Stewart also questioned the 
need for the expansioR 

“The Northville Downs 
Racetrack is making a nice little 
profit,” he said. “There’s no room 
for expansion there.” 

The proximity of the 
Northville Downs Racetrack to 
the downtown area of Northville 
is one of the primary objections 
voiced by opponents of the plan, 
who do not want to see gaming 
expanded in the downtown area 
It is a problem unique to 
Northville, where the city devel¬ 
oped around the track. It was 
also one of the reasons cited 
when the city government pub¬ 
licly opposed the bill. 

Bob Mauseth, chief of staff for 
State Sen. Bruce Patterson (R- 
Canton) said that Patterson had 
worked to amend the bill to help 
benefit Northville residents. 

The result pf their efforts will 
likely be decided within the next 
few weeks, as Julian said that 
budget discussions are drawing 
ever nearer to conclusion. In 
fact, the budgets are tentatively 
expected to be completed within 
the next few weeks. He added 
that once the budget is approved 
and the committee members 
have the opportunity to speak 
with Granholm on the issue, the 
bill is likely to move quickly 
through the appropriations com¬ 
mittee to a final vote. 

Stewart said that although he 
isn’t happy about it, the bill 
appears to have the votes needed 
for approval. He also expressed 
the opinion that the governor 
might approve the project on the 
grounds that the state needs the 
revenue. 

Regardless of whoever else 
supports the bill, both Cassis and 
Stewart say that one thing will 
remain the same. 

“My vote will remain 
unchanged,” said Cassis. She 
added that she believes the 
majority of her constituents sup¬ 
port her positioR

Sunoco plans to store natural 
gas for future use in the forma¬ 
tion. When the gas is in demand, 
Sunoco would then bring up the 
gas and replace it with brine or 
saltwater 

If EDS were also allowed use 
of the wells to dump the haz¬ 
ardous waste, Sunoco would 
bring the hazardous waste to the 
surface when it brought up the 
gas. 


The EPA contends that based 
on an extensive review of EDS’s 
petition for exemption, scientific 
data and public comments, ‘the 
waste will stay confined to a 
layer of rock deep underground 
and will not threaten human 
health or the environment” 

The EPA will be accepting 
public comment on the permit 
issue until midnight July 12. All

As communities around the Detroit metro area look to redefine their 
urban centers, one phrase continually comes to the forefront: blight con¬ 
trol 

Nothing is more apt to hamstring an effort to revitalize a downtown 
than a recalcitrant property owner who pays his or her taxes and per¬ 
forms a minimal amount of maintenance on his or her buildings. 

It can be a long and frustrating process to get these people to take 
more care in their buildings, keep up the fresh coats of paint take care of 
the weeds. It’s often more difficult to get them to buy into the philosophy 
of upgrading their respective properties in a way to enhance the look of 
the community, particularly because it invariably costs money that they 
don’t want to spend. 

The lack of apparent action can lead people to believe the respective 
municipalities they live in either don’t care or are powerless to help, and 
that’s rarely the case. 

Take the City of Wayne, for example, where the recently fonned 2020 
Committee is making blight control one of their top priorities. It’s not as if 
the city hasn’t been steadily working on the issue for years; in fact just 
the opposite is true. City officials have long been on the forefront of blight 
control efforts; they use every legislative tool they can and are always 
eager to try out new ones. 

Even so, it’s not always a quick process. It involves the proper notifica¬ 
tions to property owners, regulated timelines and all that It can be 
excruciatingly slow, but we actually wouldn’t have it any other way. After 
all, the slowness inherent in the process is designed to protect property 
owners, some of whom may have legitimate reasons for allowing their 
buildings to fall into disrepair 

It’s a fine line for city officials to walk; it’s one between responsive¬ 
ness and oppressioR It is probably best summed up by Hal Hultman, a 
member ofthe Wayne 2020 committee and an ordinance officer in Novl 

“It’s like straightening teeth,” he said. “It takes slow, steady pressure.”

Anyone who has witnessed the end of the Plymouth parade can see 
how much effort Hill puts into the organization of it; his briefcase 
brigade drill team is a popular exclamation point to an event that begins 
the day earlier than any other parade around the country - 7:30 am 

What’s more impressive about the efforts of Hill, Peters and company 
is that it’s not the only thing they concentrate or They both have regular 
real-time day jobs and other commitments, too. The organization efforts 
often take a back seat to the real world, and when the holiday seems 
imminent, it can mean a lot of frantic, last-minute work. 

Those efforts are much appreciated, though, even if the thanks are 
not adequately articulated. In fact, with these community-minded indi¬ 
viduals behind the parade every year, it’s easy to see why Americans 
have a lot to feel patriotic about, no matter what else is happening else¬ 
where in the world.

I recently moved into a loft on 
the riverfront in downtown 
Detroit I’m just starting to realize 
some of the perks. This past 
week, I watched the fireworks 
from the roof of the building and 
didn’t have to battle traffic back 
to suburbia Thankfully, the only 
fireworks I saw were the ones in 
the sky. Down below at Hart 
Plaza, we know, was a different 
story. 

Another perk is the water 
pressure. It’s absolutely insane. It 
comes out of the faucet like a bat 
out of hell, seemingly destroying 
everything in its path, pounding 
the sink with the velocity of a 
jackhammer. 

And it’s no wonder The source 
for a lot of the metro area’s water 
is right across the street from my 
building, the Detroit River. Each 
day, I make the same trek a lot of 
the water does for residents in 
communities like Wayne, 
Westland, Plymouth and Canton:

But a lot of people in subur¬

It’s gotten so bad, that a spe¬ 
cial state House of Represen¬ 
tatives committee has been 
formed to look into the DWSD. 
Also, more recently, last week 23 
communities in Macomb, 
Oakland, and Wayne counties got 
together to fund a study that 
would explore alternative 
sources of water 

That’s not an option in Canton, 
according to Tim Fhas, township 
municipal services director. He 
said the communities funding the 
study are close to water sources 
like Lake St. Clair and the 
Detroit River. It wouldn’t be fea¬ 
sible somewhere as far out as 
Cantoa 

“Unless we can build a giant 
pipeline, it seems like a remote 
possibility,” he said jokingly. 

Every time I hear about bat¬ 
tles over water, I can’t help think¬ 


ing of Roman 
Polanski’s 
1974 classic 
Chinatown. 

The plot of the movie deals with 
water, or lack of it, in the Los 
Angeles area. The most memo¬ 
rable line of Chinatoum comes 
when Jake Gittes, played by Jack 
Nicholson, watches his beloved 
shot in the street A cop turns to 
him and says, “Forget it Jake, it’s 
ChinatowR” 

But that, of course, is in arid 
southern California And we’re in 
Michigan, surrounded by one of 
the largest systems of fresh water 
in the world, fighting over water 
It’s not that simple, of course. 
The battle between the city’s 
water department and its subur¬ 
ban water customers stems from 
years of strife between the city 
and the suburbs. It’s about time 
to set aside differences, and do 
whatever’s best for the entire 
regioa 

But sometimes this seems to 
be a pipe dream.

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Rotary Club to help fund Riggs Park development

Plans for the makeover of 
Riggs Heritage Park in Van 
Buren Township continue to 
move forward. 

Vincent Averill, Van Buren 
Township parks manager, 
recently brought the master plan 
for the park to a Belleville 
Rotary Club meeting. Club mem¬ 
bers expressed an interest in 
helping to fund the park 
improvements. At one point the 
club offered to contribute 
$150,000 to restore and maintain 
the buildings, particularly the 
Riggs farmhouse, built in 1867. 

Averill said the lines of com¬ 
munication will be kept open 
between the Rotary Club and 
the township. 

“We are still in the works as 
far as donations go, but the club 
is adamant on making sure the 


restoration on the house is 
done,” he said. 

“We are also still working on 
the details as to what work will 
be done to the house. I’m confi¬ 
dent that an agreement between 
the township and the Rotary 
Club will be made. It is impor¬ 
tant to have them involved 
because they are such a fixture 
in the community.” 

The master plan for the 30- 
acre park, located on the comer 
of Huron River Drive and 
Martinsville Road, will include 
more than $2.7 million worth of 
improvements. The master plan 
includes an amphitheater, pond, 
picnic sites, walking trials, a his¬ 
torical village, the restoration of 
the Riggs home and extra open 
space for outdoor activities. 

According to Averill, the land 
was donated by Crosswinds 
Communities Inc. of Novi, so 
they could build more homes on 


the adjacent property near 
Martins-ville and Savage roads. 
The land includes the historic 
Riggs home. 

The first step will be to work 
on the farmhouse. Possible use 
could include space for commu¬ 
nity groups or a park office. 

Richard Frank, a leading 
restorator who has worked in 
other communities such as 
Ypsilanti, will be working on the 
project, said Averill. 

“He has helped us prepare a 
bid proposal to have the house 
sealed off so it doesn’t deterio¬ 
rate,” he said. 

“We will now look to bid out 
the proposal” 

The master plan, a synthesis 
of ideas put together with public 
input is used as a guide to help 
the project take shape. The park 
development will be done in 
phases. 

“The timeline will be getting 


the house sealed off and protect¬ 
ing the bam from further wear 
and tear,” said Averill. 

“After that, there are no 
specifics steps. We will put the 
park together piece by piece as 
the finances come into the 


plaa” 

FUnding for the project is still 
open for discussion, Averill said. 
The $2 million grant from Wayne 
County could be used along with 
funds from the parks budget and 
other possible grant money. 
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The master plan for the 30-acre Riggs Heritage Park, located on the corner of Huron 
River Drive and Martinsville Road in Van Buren Township, will include more than $2.7 
million worth of improvements. Renovations include an amphitheater, pond, picnic sites, 
walking trials, a historical village, the restoration of the Riggs home and extra open 
space for outdoor activities.

Summer movies typically consist of extravagant spe¬ 
cial effects and little substance, but Michael Moore has 
changed all of that with Fahrenheit 9/11. 

At least for the summer of2004 

The controversial film opened in theatres June 25th 
after a well-publicized fight with Disney CEO Michael 
Eisner. Eisner refused to distribute the film, which 
earned record box office numbers. 

The film brought in a staggering $21.8 million in just 
three days, making Fahrenheit, not only the top grossing 
film of the weekend, but also the top grossing documen¬ 
tary of all time, outside of concert films and IMAX 
movies. 

Moore beat out his Academy Award winning Bowling 
for Columbine, which grossed $21.6 million during its 
entire run in theatres. 

In a nation already torn along political lines, this 
movie serves to make those lines a little more defined 
and less rigid on the fringes. 

Moore’s message throughout the film is clear: The 
Bush administration not only lied about the Iraq and Al- 


Throughout the film, Moore throws 
in events, meetings and facts that make 
audiences gasp, laugh and weep. 


Queda connection with the Sept 11 attacks which even¬ 
tually led to the current war, but also did it for their own 
personal and financial gains. 

During the first 15 minutes of the film, movie-goers 
get a grim and haunting reminder of the events of 9/11, 
but not with the images we have all seen over and over 
again on television. 

A black screen serves as the backdrop to the sounds 
of that day. The first plane crashing into the World 
Trade Center, followed by the second. In the back¬ 
ground are screams and cries from those on the ground 
witnessing the horrifying events. 

The film then cuts to an elementary school where 
President Bush is reading to a group of children, where 
he was when chief of staff, Andrew Card, informed him 
of the first plane crashing into the World Trade Center. 


The film continues to show the President for the fol¬ 
lowing 10 minutes, after Card comes back to inform 
him, “Mr. President, the United States is under attack”. 

Moore goes on to show the ties the Bush family has to 
the Bin Laden family as well as Saudi Arabia royalty. On 
the morning of Sept 11, former President Bush was 
actually in Washington D.C., just miles away from the 
Pentagon, meeting with members of the Bin Laden fam¬ 
ily. Something Moore contends is suspicious. 

Throughout the film, Moore includes events, meet¬ 
ings and facts that make audiences gasp, laugh and 
weep. 

Moore’s extreme scorn for the actions of the Bush 
administration is evident throughout the film, as he ran¬ 
domly splices in commentary on the events leading up 
to the Iraq war, as well as the aftermath of the continu¬ 
ing occupation. 

It is a film that every American citizen should see, 
even if they don’t agree with Moore’s opinions. It docu¬ 
ments a period in our history that will forever be 
remembered one way by the conservative right and 
another way by the liberal left, but it proves one thing to 
all of the country: 

We are truly a nation divided along political lines.

Local musician hopes for 
hit with newest recording

Starting a music career isn’t 
easy, especially at age 44 

But as Randy Wayne Sitzler sat 
down for an interview at the 
Plymouth Coffee Bean, it was 
clear he was concerned more 
about the music than the career 
‘The music comes first,” said 
Sitzler, a Plymouth resident since 
1997. “It’s not about making a hit 
record, and it’s not about image 
and the looks.” 

Sitzler has loved music all his 
life; his parents were from the 
south, so he was exposed to 
artists such as Johnny Cash and 
Merle Haggard. He counts The 
Beatles as an influence as well, 
and his music, best classified as 
Americana, can be called a meld 
of country, rock *n’ roll, and folk 
“It doesn’t fit anywhere yet, 
that’s the deal,” he said. After 
thinking for a moment, he added, 
“It’s Woody Guthrie, man, that’s 
where it started.” 

His parents’ southern roots 
influenced not only his sound, but 
his personality as well. Sitzler, 
who was bom in Detroit, said that 
family history “kind of puts you in 
a different position than most 
that grow up here. You eat differ¬ 
ent foods, you have a different 
twang to your language a bit” 
“You just have a different way 
of life from...how you handle 
yourself to your work ethic, all the 
way down the line.” 

And Sitzler’s music has drawn 
him back down south. Though he 
has played some coffee shops and 
given private concerts in 
Michigan, he performs more fre¬ 
quently in Nashville and Texas. 
He said this, area isn’t as recep¬ 
tive of the genre. 

“There’s not really a big 
Americana scene here, and there 
needs to be,” he said. “I mean, 
people need to realize that it’s a 
great form of music—if they’re 
sick of the bubble gum (pop 


music).” 

It was when Sitzler traveled to 
Nashville eight years ago that he 
realized he wanted to pursue 
music seriously. He had a chance 
encounter with Walt Wilkins, a 
man with whom he would eventu¬ 
ally collaborate and form an inde¬ 
pendent record label. 

“He’s just a prolific writer,” 
said Sitzler, awed at the mention 
of Wilkins’ name. 

He also met Rick Beresford, 
who tutored Sitzler in the craft of 
songwriting. 

“He took me under his wing, 
so to speak,” Sitzler said. “There 
is a right way to write. He taught 
me to how do that, and I thank 
him for all that” 

Today Sitzler has two full- 
length CDs under his belt. His 
2001 debut, Hard Days in the 
Heartland, was billed as a power¬ 
ful testament to the blue collar 
worker 

“When I write a song, it’s a 
story,” said Sitzler, recalling song¬ 
writers such as Cash and John 
Mellancamp. Sitzler said his sto¬ 
ries are more than simply person¬ 
al experience. 

He empathizes with his family 
and friends, and tells their stories 
as well. 

“I twist ‘em around a bit,” he 
said, “but I’m very observant and 
detail-oriented. I draw from that 
I draw from life experiences and 
write about that” 

As his day job, Sitzler owns 
Abbot K Schlain, a specialty con¬ 
struction company. He bought the 
company in 1994 after working 
there for nine years. But his 
recently formed music label may 
change all of that 

Highway 29 Records, formed 
last September with collaborators 
Wilkins and Tim Lorsch, released 
Sitzler’s second album, 2003’s 
Pontiac Trail. Wilkins has also 
released his CD, Mustang Island 
on the label. 

And as outside interest in 
Highway grows, so does Sitzler’s

excitement 

“(Schlain) pays the rent, but 
this music thing and Highway 29 
Records is taking off like a rock¬ 
et,” Sitzler said with widened 
eyes. “It’s chugging along.” 

“It’s where we want to move, 
toward this record label. So, slow¬ 
ly I’ll weave my way out of the 
construction industry. A second 
career, so to speak— at 44,” he 
said, smiling. 

But Sitzler, who married two 
years ago and 
has a son, 
remains cau¬ 
tious about the 
future. Asked if 
the Nashville- 
based label 
will lead him 
south perma¬ 
nently, Sitzler 
seemed reluc¬ 
tant to leave 
behind his 
Midwest home. 

“I see 
myself living in 
Michigan,” he 
said. “I think 
the label will 
(continue to) 
be based out of 
Nashville or 
Texas.” 


“It’s so hard to say right now, 
until we see things take off,” 
Sitzler added. “And they’re taking 
off faster than we realized.” 

Sitzler will be performing July 
9 at Karl’s Cabin on Gottfredson 
Road in Plymouth. Walt Wilkins 
headlines the show, which begins 
at 8 p.m. Tickets are $10 in 
advance, or $12 at the door. Visit

Summer is usually known for 
blockbuster hit movies, however,

Vernon God Little by DBC 
Pierre was an unexpected treat 
this summer Newly released in 
paperback format, it had me shift¬ 
ing in my seat and cheering for 
the underdog.

Vernon is introduced after his 
arrest He sits in the police sta¬ 
tion in nothing but his underwear 
and Nike sneakers waiting for his 
interrogation by Deputy Vaine 
Gurie. She is an intriguing char¬

acter who veers from the Pritikin 
Diet every chance she gets with 
her insatiable craving for ribs and 
Chik’n’Mix from the Bar-B-Chew 
Barn. 

Although a 16 person high 
school slaying is no laughing mat¬ 
ter, Pierre rarely mentions the 
killing and focuses more on 
Vernon and the life he endures 
from that point oa 

Vernon, 15, has his own secrets, 
family and personal, to hide and 
remains silent about what really 
happens on that day. But leave it 
to the media to distort and spin 
the facts to not only turn the story 
around but also turn Vernon’s life 
upside dowa 

It’s not surprising that the 
small town of Martirio, a place 
where everyone is known by the 
type and brand of shoes they wear 
and parents of deceased children 
use the insurance money to buy 
top-of-the-line refrigerators, will 
do anything to sell their story to 
the media to get their 15 minutes 
of fame. 

These pressures drive Vernon 


to the border. Literally. He does 
what any scared and confused 15- 
year-old would do; he takes off for 
Mexico. Here, the book turns into 
a travel piece as Vernon hightails 
it out of town with grandiose illu¬ 
sions of living in a beach house 
with his dream girl Taylor 
Figuero. He persuades Taylor to 
meet him in Acapulco where 
Vernon feels life is finally going 
his way—or is it? 

The best thing about the book 
is Vernon himself. His colloquial 
narrative voice is reminiscent of 
Holden Caulfield from the 
Catcher on the Rye. Vernon is 
naive yet speaks with a relative 
wisdom, honesty and profound¬ 
ness uncommon to the typical 
teenager His colorful and coarse 
dialogue carries us through the 
story as if his life were scenes 
from television shows and movies. 
He even provides his own sound 
track. 

Despite a few dragged out 
pages, Vernon God Little is a fasci¬ 
natingly funny first effort from 
Pierre and is highly recommend¬ 
ed for a quick summer read. 
Pierre, the pen name of Peter 
Finlay, won the 2003 Man Booker 
Award for his first time effort. 
The book was also the winner of 
the Whitbread Award for Best

The future of serious scholars often depends on their 
understanding of the past 

Is solving the mystery of the past worth sacrificing a 
life in the present? And who is to say when the pursuit of 
knowledge becomes an unhealthy obsession? 

These are some pf the daunting questions facing the 
characters of The Ride of Four —a first time novel by a 
pair of life-long best friends who began writing the book 
cooperatively after their respective graduations from 
Princeton and Harvard. 

Four young men, roommates on the brink of graduat¬ 
ing from Princeton in 1999, all face life choices. For two 
of them, however, the choices are not only life-altering, 
but perhaps, life threatening 

Tom Sullivan and Paul Harris share an intellectual 
capacity on the level of Albert Einstein. They are, each 
in their own way, fascinated with a 500-year-old manu¬ 
script, the Hypnerotomachia Poliphili, written by an 
Italian aristocrat. The Hypneroto¬ 
machia (Phillip’s search for love in a 
dream) has long confounded and mysti¬ 
fied scholars. 

Tom’s father was a renowned 
Renaissance scholar who spent his life 
studying the mysteries of the book, 
teaching his son everything he could about the Latin, 
Greek and other languages used in the secretly coded 
manuscript Tom lived with the Hypneroto-machia from 
the time he could sit up. As did his mother, although not 
happily. Tom’s father died in an automobile accident in 
which Tom suffered serious injuries. Recovering from 
his grief and his physical impairments interrupted his 
fascination with the manuscript, but did not diminish 
Tom’s fervor 

Paul, an underprivileged genius who has been fasci¬ 
nated with the mystery of the book since he first encoun¬ 
tered it, makes a point of introducing himself to Tom on 
campus. Paul has been taken in to Princeton on scholar¬ 
ships and by benefactors—who want the secret of the 
Hypnerotomachia Paul is gifted beyond reason in code 
breaking and riddle solving—keys to the real meaning of 
the Hypnerotomachia, a meaning that has eluded frus¬ 
trated scholars for nearly five centuries. 

Tom and Paul bond and take as roommates and best 
friends, Charlie, who will become a doctor and Gil, the 


scion of a wealthy Wall Street family. Only Paul 
has not finished the Princeton required Senior 
Thesis, which must be complete for graduatioa 
Paul is writing his, of course, on the 
Hypnerotomachia mysteries he has solved, 
under the guidance of his advisor who is also a 
fanatic about the book 

As these four young men attempt to make 
choices about their lives, readers learn how dif¬ 
ficult those choices can be during the coming of 
age years. Wealth, intellect, a Princeton educa¬ 
tion—all can mean nothing or everything 

Tom was eventually lured away from the 
pages of the mysterious Hypnerotomachia by 
the love of Katie. Study of the book had turned 
him into a near zombie before she inter¬ 
vened. Their relationship, like that of his par¬ 
ents, was almost ruined by his obsession. 

Katie pulls him back from 
near madness, but the siren 
call of the manuscript sings 
loudly when Paul, desper¬ 
ate to finish his thesis on 
time, again begs for his 
help. Because Paul has 
almost done it With The Rule of Four, he 
has nearly solved the Hypnerotomachia 

This is wonderful writing, literate and 
fluent. It undulates with emotionally 
descriptive passages that will have read¬ 
ers re-reading again and again in admira¬ 
tion of the beauly of the language. 

Amid Paul’s discoveries of the real key 
to the Hypnerotomachia, there is murder, betrayal, 
intrigue, suicide and conspiracy—all in the name of 
scholarship. Paul’s advisor is none other than one of 
Tom’s father’s former research cohorts and his benefac¬ 
tor is another—the two despise one another and will do 
anything to solve the Hypnerotomachia and prove the 
other a fool. 

The authors have done a masterful job of exposing the 
desperation and madness an obsession can produce. 
And they have realistically created the world of 
Princeton today—where only the most superior of intel¬ 
lects will survive, let alone flourish. 


The Rule of Four has been on the best¬ 
seller lists for several weeks, and been compared to 

The DaVmci Code by some readers. It is far less contro¬ 
versial, far more limited in scope and has a much nar¬ 
rower focus. 

While it, too, deals with a segment of religious history, 
it does not challenge or test readers’ beliefs. It moves 
more slowly and the authors have labored with a far 
more elegant use of language to produce a first novel of 
real beauty, real pain and real people. 

Recommended.
